INCOMING MAIL 


Against Vacation Shut-Down Plan 
Editor, OFFICE MANAGEMENT & EQUIPMENT: 

I'd like to take issue with your editorial on Page 
5 of the July issue of your excellent magazine. 

In this editorial vou advocate solving the ‘sum. 
mer slump” in the office by shutting down com- 
pletely during two weeks of the summer. dur- 
ing which time all office personnel would take 
their vacation. It seems to me that there are 
too few things in life which the majority of us 
can control as we would like. The yearly vaca. 
tion is something which all of us look forward to 
with great anticipation, I am sure. During that 
time we can hope to do many things which are 
impossible during the other fifty weeks of the 
year, but it most often happens that our vaca- 
tion plans must involve quite a degree of flexi- 
bility as far as timing is concerned. How would 
you, Mr. Editor, like to be told just when to take 
your two weeks? 

The most common practice in the East is for 
manufacturing establishments to shut down for 
vacations during that week in which Indepen- 
dence Day occurs. It is at present extremely no- 
ticeable that our vacation centers, highways, and 
services are greatly overburdened during this 
period, even though only a small percentage of the 
total number of business establishments have 
chosen to coordinate their vacation periods dur- 
ing this time. 

I will admit that a plan such as you advocate 
would help to a great degree to increase the effi 
ciency of the office during the summer. However, 
we have been enjoying vacations from office duties 
in this country for many, many years and the 
usual practice has been to allow the individual to 
select. as far as possible, the dates during which 
he wishes to be away, of course giving weight to 
the wishes of others and to the proper functioning 
of the department of which he is a part. Some- 
times, perhaps, it has been a burden and a worry 
to the remaining people to process an individual's 
work while he’s on vacation, but I am quite sure 
that if each office worker were given a choice of 
putting up with this burden and worry while 
others were on vacation so that each might select 
his own vacation period, as against maintaining 
an average efficiency for our fifty weeks of the 
year and having the office shut down for two 
weeks, that there would be no question about the 
outcome of such a poll. 

I can understand why it is necessary and impor 
tant in many cases for factory workers to take 
their vacation at one time. But I protest the net 
essity for introducing this method into the office.

BUYING OFFICE EQUIPMENT 
AND SUPPLIES AT ESSO 


By Kimball Darby 


* THE PURCHASING TECHNIQUE that keeps 
supplied the far-flung office installations of Esso 
Standard Oil Co. is based on a few simple prin- 
ciples that (1) insofar as possible give the per- 
sonnel the equipment which they themselves feel 
is necessary for the proper execution of their jobs, 
(2) maintain adequate standardization of equip- 
ment and machines, and (3) keep open a maxi- 
mum number of supply sources in the various 
lines. 

Observance of these principles has fostered effi- 
cient operations in well-equipped field, refinery, 
and sales offices all the way from Maine to Louisi- 
ana, to say nothing of the offices in the company’s 
new Esso Building in Rockefeller Center, New 
York. 

Throughout, Esso’s relations with its sources of 
supply are governed by a definite statement of 
Policy which, in printed form, is given to every- 
August, 1948 


one with whom the company has purchasing con- 
tacts. This form is reproduced on page 26. 


The Purchasing Department is directly respon- 
sible for the purchasing and outfitting of many 
types of offices with all types of office machines 
and furniture. The company’s General Service 
Department, located at 30 Rockefeller Plaza, co- 
ordinates the requirements for offices and oper- 
ations in New York and New Jersey. The Gen- 
eral Service Department places requisitions on 
the Purchasing Department for necessary of- 
fice furniture. office machines, office supplies

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lighting fixtures, floor coverings, and draperies 
Requisitions for such items are routed through 
the General Service Department for perusal of 
specifications and standardization before purchase 
is made. General Service, before sending a reani- 
sition to Purchasing, makes certain that the items 
called for cannot be filled from the company’s 
surplus stock room. Often someone from General 
Service will visit the department originating the 
request in an effort to get a complete understand- 
ing on what is needed and why. 

In the case of office machines there are no re- 
strictions placed on the make of the machine that 


will be purchased. The machine that is considered 
best fitted for the job is the one that is part 
by the Purchasing Department.

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ally speaking, the amount of trouble a machine 
gives is the deciding factor now as to whether a 


machine is ready for retirement. The depart- 
mental location of the machine, of course, has 
something to do with this decision. For instance, 
occasional breakdowns and inaccuracies in ma- 
chines used by the Treasurer’s Department are not 
viewed at all tolerantly, whereas General Service 
will consider the same situation in another de- 
partment as being less serious. It has paid Esso 
to make a periodic survey of its office machine 
maintenance records. 

Before any radically new machines are pur- 
chased, a committee composed of representatives 
of departments primarily interested in business 
machines will examine the equipment, and if they 
see possibilities in its use, they will arrange to

have the machine placed in at least three widely 
separated locations, so that a comprehensive idea 
as to the performance of the machine can be ob- 
tained. Other than the above procedure, General 
Service Department and Purchasing Department 
do not set up any standards governing the use of 
office machines that will limit them to a single 
make, feeling that this tends to stifle machine de- 
velopment and is not to the best interests of the 
user. 

In the selection of office furniture, certain 
styles and grades are set up, but not to the exclu- 
sion of competitive manufacturers. Both wood 
and steel office furniture is purchased, depending 
upon the requirements in the various offices in 
the New York area and other divisions of the 
company. Top executives in the organization have 
their choice of furniture for their offices and this 
has always been in the conservative trend. Other 
grades of executives are controlled in the furni-

equipment during the next twelve months, for

available from more than one manufacturer. Buy- 
ers here do not hew to the line of complete simi- 
larity of model; this is desirable, of course, but if 
the same type of desk as was purchased the pre- 
vious year is no longer available, the buyer will 
select from a line of comparable quality that is 
nearest in appearance to the older group. 

Printing of office forms for the Esso or- 
ganization is done at the company’s own printing 
plant in Baltimore. Based on a manual of specifi- 
cations for grades of paper satisfying varying re- 
quirements, Esso contracts for paper for its car- 
load lots. 


Where new grades of paper are offered, samples 
are taken and sent to the printing plant for 
performance tests. The inspection laboratories 
of the Standard Oil Development Co. also stand 
ready to advise the purchasing authorities on 
August, 1948 


such information is included in the organization’s 
capital expense budget. Each department head 
must list the items of equipment which he thinks 
he will need during this period, based on his cur- 
rent operations. Subsequent purchases through 
the year are checked against his stated require- 
ments by the Controller’s office, and a requisition 
during the year that is not found in this state- 
ment requires explanation and justification by the 
department head. 

Items listed in the department head’s list of 
equipment needs must be detailed specifically, and 
he is not permitted to make any substitutions in 
the course of the year to which this list applies. 
Of course revised operating procedures often 
make necessary the acquisition of a machine not 
previously anticipated, but generally speaking this 
procedure of having the individual in charge of 
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a department anticipate the needs of his depart- 
ment tends to make him take a conservative view 
on expenditures. 

Another guide in the buying of office machines 
and furniture at Esso is the collective opinion 
of division managers, who come together periodi 
cally. In the course of such a meeting notes are 
exchanged on the performance of office machines 
and equipment in their offices. 

Operating supplies—pencils, erasers, clips, desk 
pads, and other items in the supply category—are 
not considered in the capital expense budget. The 
Purchasing Department procures the items re- 
quested from stationers, with whom price agree- 
ments have been arranged. 
| Esso maintains no extensive file of descriptive 
| literature of any organized nature which might 
| 


be used as a purchasing aid. Such literature is 
referred to, of course. but only at the time of the 
buyer’s interest in a particular item. It is felt 
that changes in materials, specifications, and 
prices are too frequent to make a library of such 
descriptive material useful. 


Outside New York Area 

The Purchasing Department deals directly with 
offices of the company away from the metropoli- 
tan area of New York (in which area only the 
General Service Department functions) and also 
purchases equipment for Standard Oil Co. (New 
Jersey) subsidiaries in foreign countries. These 
include the offices of Lago Oil Transport Co., Ltd., 
in Aruba; those of Creole Petroleum Corp. in 
Caracas; outlying plant offices in Venezuela; 
offices in Puerto Rico, Cuba; and offices of mar- 
a keting groups in other parts of the world. These 
a foreign offices also lean to reasonable standard- 
ization, but allow sufficient leeway for the Pur- 
chasing Department to make reasonable substi- 
tutions, depending upon the urgency of the re- 
quirements as compared with available equip- 
ment or furniture. 

For reasons such as this, as well as in the gen- 
] eral interest of fair dealing, the Purchasing De- 
4 partment of Esso believes in keeping open all 
sources of supply. No manufacturer is ever turned 


. 
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away With the explanation that Esso is standard- 
ized on the Blank Co.’s desk or bookkeeping ma- 
chine. The value of this in building good wil] 
is obvious. 

Of great assistance to individuals at Esso in 
their dealings with the Purchasing Department 
is that department’s organizational chart showing 
the divisions established for the purchase of the 
broad range of products necessary to the com- 
pany’s operation. Worthwhile suggestions are 
carried on this chart to promote effective handling 
of purchases: 

For Requisitioning 

“Be specific and complete in describing mate- 
rial as well as in the reference to approved specifi- 
cations and required tests,” the chart points out. 
“When referring to catalogues only make refer- 
ence to up-to-date issues and preferably those 
published by manufacturers. 

“Submit separate requisitions for commodities 
listed under the different buying groups and al- 
low not less than two full spaces between the 
items. 

“Note on the requisition if material is to be in- 
spected by Standard Oil Development Company 
regardless whether ordered to that company’s or 
other specifications: likewise, if inspection by 
other agency is required, have the requisition 
carry full particulars. In the absence of specific 
requests for inspection, it will be understood no 
inspection is desired. 

“In the case of export requirements, furnish in 
each instance full information as to port marks, 
required numbering of packages and any special 
marking or declaration which should appear on 
the articles, packages or shipping papers. Also 
have the requisition carry details of any special 
procedure differing from the ordinary routine as 
covered in the approved and printed instruction 
sheets. 

“Have correspondence concerning orders placed 
bear reference to purchase order number (includ- 
ing divisional letter) and name of vendor. If 
copy of order had not been received. use as ref- 
erence the requisition number and the commodity 
covered.”

Excerpts from an address by George S. Dively, president of Harris-Seybold 
Co., Cleveland, at the eastern spring conference of the Controllers Institute 


of America. 


x IF WE are to retain the effectiveness of our 
competitive system, in spite of the rapidly chang- 
ing social and political environment, then man- 
agement must do a better job. More intelligent 
forward planning must replace the pre-war mo- 
mentum or “follow your nose” approach. The 
continuing evolution from owner-management to 
trained, professional-type management should 
permit faster development in this field. In the 
process, the financial] department has heavy re- 
sponsibility, plus unlimited opportunities for in- 
dividual expansion. 

In our Own case, the Programmed Management 
Plan now in effect at the Harris-Seybold Co. con- 
sists of four steps: a five-year guide program; a 
one-year specific operating objective; a three- 
month administrative budget plan; and monthly 
budgets and controls.

NOMA Survey Published 

The National Office Management Association, 12 East 
Chelten Ave., Philadelphia, announces the publication of a 
Survey Summary on the Training of College Graduates in 
Industry. This summary, sponsored by the National Research 
and ..ducation Committees of the association, was prepared 
by Bernard J. Koehler, Business Methods Department of the 
Western El2ctric Company, and instructor at Johns Hopkins 
University. It is based on the findings of a NOMA research 
survey covering the training progress of 124 companies jn 
nine major fields of industry. 

The survey presents its information in both narrative and 
tabular form. Characteristics common to most training 
courses and recent trends, such as the ones toward greater 
individualization of training and toward general rather than 
specific job training, are discussed, and statistics on their 
prevalence given. Tables show the high, low, average, and 
median figures on such items as length of training, costs, and 
salary paid during the training period. There are also discus- 
sions of and figures on sources and qualifications of the 
trainees. A brief history of training and descriptions of the 
programs of eight companies which were among the first 
to use in-service-training are also included.

Arranged in two parts, 
the monograph first describes the employer’s basic moral and 
economic responsibility to America’s vast army of unorgan- 
ized workers.

the shrinking value of the dollar has not been offset by pay
